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Bishop appeals to diocese for 
aid to African drought victims 


Noting that ‘'30 million people are being 
stalked by death,’’ Bishop Leo T. Maher has 
appealed to Catholics of the San Diego 
diocese for aid. 


In a letter to all churches in the diocese he 
said that Africa’s Sahel or sub-Sahara region 
in suffering the worst drought in 60 years 
causing famine and starvation that has taken 
thousands of lives. 


HE SAID THIS ‘“‘creeping catastrophe’”’ 
first began in 1966, but its scope and impact 
were not generally known until a year ago. 

The situation has deteriorated so rapidly, 
the bishop wrote, that one reporter noted, 
“Nothing in living memory compares with 
the present situation, not even the 
concentration camp horrors of World War 
Ie? 


“Ironically, Bishop Maher’s appeal was 


made during the National Week of Concern 
for World Hunger, Sept. 22-29, sponsored 
by the World Hunger Action Coalition. 


The project received the endorsement of 
Bishop James Rausch, executive secretary of 
the United States Catholic Conference. 

Diocesan Director of Missions Father 
Anthony Chylewski told SC the Wall Street 
Journal said the Sahel famine “could 
become the greatest disaster of all time.’’ 


MORE THAN two million people have 
already died of disease and starvation, he 
said. ‘‘The plight of those people still alive 
defies imagination.”’ 


Father Chylewski spoke of starving people

“foreign relief workers counting 179 bodies 
lining a 12-mile stretch of road. 


“PEOPLE TURNED away from. over- 
crowded relief camps died outside the cities 
and were eaten by hyenas. When rains did 
come, people drowned in the streets, too 
weak to raise their heads,’’ the article 
continued. 


Speaking in San Diego last weekend, U.S. 


Sen. Mark Hatfield of Oregon said the 
Christian’s responsibility to share with the 
world’s hungry is founded on scripture. 


“The ever-increasing number of hungry 
people in the world is the most significant 
issue of the day, and it is the greatest threat 
to world stability,’’ he said. 


Father Chylewski said the Propagation of 
the Faith society and the Holy Childhood 
association in the United States have already 
sent more than $2 million in relief funds, 
“but that is not enough.” 


IN HIS LETTER, Bishop Maher writes, ‘‘I 
plead with you, my fellow Christians, to 
contribute toward the relief of the misery 
prevailing amongst our brothers and sisters 
in Africa.’’

What will they do with the Bible? 


This business of forbidding all words which use - 


“‘man’’ to describe all of humanity, or ‘‘mankind,’’ is 
surely ‘reaching ludicrous proportions. New guidelines 
issued by the New. York publishers McGraw-Hill 
endeavor to remove ‘‘sexist’’ treatment and make all 
references virtually neuter. 


For instance ‘‘mankind’’ is now out, and instead 
writers must use ‘‘humanity, human beings, human 
race, people.’” ‘‘“Manmade’’ is excised in favor of 
‘artificial, synthetic, manufactured, or of human 
origin.’” No more may you write for this great 
educational publisher: ‘‘The average American drinks 
his coffee black.’’ Get rid of the personal aspect, and 
write: ‘‘The average American drinks black coffee.’’ 


Out: “‘the fair sex; the weaker sex’’ for which you use 
simply ‘‘women.’’ No ‘‘distaff side.’” No saying, ‘‘I’ll 
have my girl do that.’’ It must be, ‘‘I’ll have my secretary 
do that.’’ Housewife is out, so is co-ed, usherette, 
authoress, Jewess, sweet young thing, career girl, maid. 


They are surely going to have a problem when they get 
to the Bible. How, for instance, do we satisfy this craving 
for unisexing everything, in those beautiful verses in 
Wisdom concerned with the Potter (Wisdom 15: 7-17)2 
And what about ‘‘Son of Man’’ and similar terms? And 
all those times brothers, or brethren are addressed? 


Jewish knight 


A few weeks ago, when Col. Irving Salomon was 
invested with the knighthood of St. Gregory the Great, it 
was speculated by Bishop Maher that he was possibly 
the first Jewish layman in the United States to receive 
such an honor from the Pope. However, it has been 
pointed out to me by a knight of St. Gregory, Dr. Harry 
Collins of La Jolla, that he personally knows two Jewish 


men who have been knighted in the past, about 25 years: 


ago, and there may be more. 


Flouride or contraceptive? 


Los Angelinos recently dealt with that perennial 
question of whether fluoride. should be added. to their 
water to help prevent cavities in childrens’ teeth. In the 
same vein, a story from the Vatican relates how Cardinal 
Giovanni Colombo of Milan has warned that some day 
governments might enforce mass contraception by 
piping contraceptive chemicals into every home in the 
drinking water. 


‘“‘We must look ahead and examine hypothesis which 
perhaps seems absurd,’’ he declared. He added, rein- 
forcing the Church’s view on population: ‘The Church is 
not at all against a wise limitation of birth. We are not for 
overpopulation, but we openly state that in the 
procreative act, both love and openness to new life must 
be present.’’ 


The cardinal admitted that many Catholics are not 
heeding the Church’s teaching or are ‘‘living in 
perpetual compromise.’’ But, he said, this does not 
dispense the Church from its duty to speak. 


Women as priests 


Those 11 women ordained—validly or otherwise—to 
the rank of priest in the Episcopal Church on July 29, are 
still making pertinent observations. Three of them 
recently stated on a television interview that ‘‘the 
historicy catholic norms for valid ordination were 
definitely present,’’ in response to the resolution of the 
Episcopal House of Bishops that the ‘‘conditions for valid 
ordination...were not fulfilled.’’ 


The women ‘‘priests’’ charge that the House of 
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Bishops is ‘‘redefining validity.’’ They state: ‘‘We 
clearly have the support of our vestries, our rectors and 
our parish people.’’ One of the women, Rev. Carter 
Heyward of New York, said, ‘‘One of the members of the 
St. Joan’s Alliance, a Catholic women’s rights group, 
handed each of us a carved button that said, ‘Either 
ordain women or stop baptizing them.’ And | think that’s 
really where it is,’’ she added. 


They had a sharp retort for Episcopal Bishop John 
Krumm who suggested that conferring priestly character 
and status solely by the imposition of episcopal hands 
was ‘‘a discredited and almost magical view of ordina- 
tion.’” Woman ‘‘priest’’ Rev. Allison Cheek, retorted: 
“They wouldn’t be talking about magic if it were a man. 
They'd be talking about matter, form and intention.’’ 


No American Pope, either 


Cardinal John Wright, perfect of the Congregation for 
the Clergy, in Rome, says the Church is not ready for 
women priests or an American Pope. In a recent press 
conference he noted the Church’s 2,000 ‘‘solid years’’ of 
tradition (‘‘with a capital T’’) and saw no ‘‘solid trend’’ 
developing which would overturn tradition in favor of 
ordaining women priests. But he refused to be drawn 
into the controversy over the Episcopal women 
““priests.”’ ‘‘I try to stay in my own backyard,’’ he said. 


Why no American Pope for at least another 50 years? 
Because Italians are more cosmopolitan and Americans 
are less fluent in foreign languages. ‘‘It has nothing to do 
with theolegy or with Italians keeping it in their own 
hands,”’ said the cardinal. ‘‘The Pope is the head of the 
universal Catholic Church and also the bishop of Rome.”’ 


Wheelie for Jesus? 


Remember the furore caused by the poster last year - 


from the recruitment office of the Society of the Divine 
Word? It challenged the young to ‘‘Do a wheelie for 
Jesus.’’ The Epworth, lowa, office of SVD now boasts 
that its freshman class at seminary jumped, as a result, 


from 20 last year to 38 this year. 


I’m not really sure how to assess this news. In a 
nationwide poster campaign to 8,500 high schools and 
junior colleges the ‘’wheelie’’ poster and its follow-up 
has produced only 38 seminarians. Our own St. Francis 
Seminary, which has carried on a personal and persistent 
recruitment through our priests and through the 
outstanding faculty, this year has a new class of 21 
students, compared to 11 new students last year. 


Numbers apart—and our numbers are very creditable, 
| think—the quality is what matters, and our present 
total of 48 at seminary includes very fine quality among 
the young men, some of whom are freshmen at college 
and others are graduate students. Watch for a forth- 
coming feature on St. Francis Seminary in SC.

During the coming month the 200 
bishops in Rome will develop thoughts, plans 
and suggestions on this vital subject.

Question: 

I’ve heard that a new missal is coming out. 

Does this mean that the Mass has been 

changed again? : g 
Two books are used at Mass. The first is 

the Lectionary. which contains the 


scripture readings for Sundays and 
weekdays. It should be treated with 
respect and prominence during the 


liturgical services. The other book is the 
Sacramentary which contains the priest’s 
prayers, and therefore it is placed on the 
altar. 

Vatican II directed: ‘’The rite of the 
Mass is to be revised in such a way that 
the intrinsic nature and purpose of its 
several parts, and also the connection 
between them, may be more clearly 
manifested, and that devout and active 
participation by the faithful may be more 
easily accomplished.’’ sy 

The revision of the missal or Sacrament- 


ary lasted from 1964 to 1970 and was 
provisional in nature. The final draft has 
been completed and is now being used. 
Fhe major changes or additions are: a 
greater variety of prefaces, prayers, and 
more but optional possibilities for the 
penitential rite at the beginning of the 
Mass. In other words, there are really no 
structural innovations; thus the Mass has 
not been changed again. 


Question: 

Why aren’t priests more forceful about 
condemning all the evils we see around us 
every day? 

The task of the priest is to proclaim the 
uncompromising Gospel of Jesus Christ 
which lays down certain norms that must 
be observed by every Christian. These 
norms flow from the commandment to 
love God and neighbor. But, as Father 
Michael’ Maher has noted [Scripture ‘in 


Church): 

“Yet in spite of the many explicit 
commands of Christ and the apostles, 
there are certain areas of life where it is 
not easy to apply the New Testament 
principles. New problems arise, new 
situations occur in the lives of individuals, 
where even the Church’s authority—the 
Pope, the bishops and the theologians— 
find it difficult to apply the gospel 
teaching. 


In many cases all the Church can do is 
lay down as clearly as possible general 
principles that should govern’ every 
individual in the personal moral decisions 
which he must make.

Signs of who we are 


As women will, we were talking...about 
outward signs of inward grace and how 
behavior may accurately reflect the inner 
disposition of a person. 


We were recalling those early years of 
religion classes when sacrament was 
defined simply as an ‘‘outward sign of 
inward: grace,’’ a definition which meant 
little to us at that time. 


IT WAS ONLY years later that the 
phrase came to have real meaning and 
suddenly made sense, not only of the 
character of sacrament but also of the 
character of Christian living. 


The sacraments, we realized, with their 
symbolic use of mundane objects and life 
experiences were indicative of our interior 
and all-pervading relationship with Christ 
—or rather, his relationship with us—an 
affirmation of his love and presence in all 
phases of our existence. 


In sacraments, the human power o& 
understanding comes face to face with the 
truth of Christ revealing itself in sign and 
in word. Similarly, as we confront others, 
the gestures, actions and expressions 
through which we reveal ourselves to 
them are signs of both our relationship 
and personality. 


BUT EVEN MORE, the way we live out 
our lives—the manner in which we face 
adversity, receive and respond to love, 
weather success and admiration, react to 
the problems and concerns of others— 
speak of the person we are and the values 
we hold. 


As the sacraments and sacramentals 
have a special communication to impart to 
us, so our deportment in the events of our 
lives makes particular comment about us 
to others. 


The water of baptism speaks of cleans- 
ing and yourishment, life and death, 
resurrection and rebirth. The partaking of 
the Eucharist implies an inner commun- 
ion. The acceptance of the stole, the 


marriage band, the white robe, denote. 


inner commitment. 


ALL INDICATE something taking place 
within us on a level too intangible, too 
personal to be adequately described. In 
the same way, every action and physical 
expression of ours interprets—or should— 
our internal disposition. 


For these signs are meant to be used 
responsibly and honestly. If there is no 
sincerity, the signs are worthless and 
communication ceases. If there is no 
communication, we are no longer present 


to each other. 


Perhaps that is why we are so affronted 
by hypocrisy, by persons pretending to be 
what they are not. If sacraments and 
sacramentals are to be recognized as the 
deeds and acts of Christ in our midst, as 
Frederick McManus says, in his introduc- 
tion to Father Bernard Cooke’s book 
Christian Sacraments and Christian Per- 
sonality, then in a sense our own deeds 
and acts may be considered as ‘‘sacra- 
mentals’’ of Christian living. 

TO A TRULY Christ-oriented person, 
life would appear wholly sacramental— 
both an expression of God’s generosity 
and the vehicle for human response. 


Seen in this persepective, all meanness 


and hatred, all possessiveness and abuse . 


of anyone or anything, all denial of loving, 
forgiving impulses, must be rankest 
blasphemy! 

Speech too, would be ‘‘sa¢ramental’’ 
when properly used in prayer and in 
utterances of reconciling, loving senti- 
ments and sadly. debased in anger and 
malice. 


“WORDS ARE the expression of the 
person who speaks them,’’ Bernard Cooke 
says, ‘‘or at least they are meant to be 
such. If they fail to convey the inner 
consciousness of a person, we do not take 
them seriously. 


“When someone deliberately speaks 
words inconsistent with his inner aware- 
ness, we see this as contrary to the way 
things ought to be; this is the evil of lying. 
The very fact that we see a lie as evil 
indicates that we implicitly recognize that 
aman’s words should convey himself. The 
word is the bearer of the person.’ 


Most of us, even today when adherence 
to form and sign may give rise to scorn 
among some groups, have a proper sense 
of reverence and awe for sacramentals and 
the rite of sacrament. 


If this awareness of sacramentality, were — _ 
extended to embrace all of Christian life, — 


would we, | wonder, dare to behave as 
carelessly as we do? 


WE MAKE A choice in our acceptance 
of the Christian way of life, which entails a 
set of standards and an outlook on life 
which should set us apart from the secular 
values among which we live. 


We commit ourselves to certain 
principles and beliefs which henceforth 
must dictate our actions and reactions. In 
effect, our pledge is that our lives should 
be the outward sign of inward grace—a 
sacrament of the Christian vocation.

Those older folks:

Is the Church, particularly on the parish level, 
doing its part in dealing with the complex problems 
faced by this nation’s aging citizens today? 


According to participants in a conference on aging 
co-sponsored in Indiana recently by the Indianapolis 
archdiocese and St. Mary of the Woods College, the 
answer is a resounding ‘‘No!’’ 


MORE THAN 200 people gathered on the 
midwestern campus to explore practical ways of 
helping the elderly and of reviving or extending their 
active involvement in parish life. 


During a conference panel discussion it, was 
concluded that no group is as loyal to the Church or 
has contributed so much to the Church’s welfare as 
the elderly. Nor is any group so poorly served by the 
average parish. . ; 


“A large number of the residents of the inner-city 
are elderly white persons trapped by static incomes 
in neighborhoods that have grown hostile and 
strange,’’ Father Rene Valero of the Catholic 
Charities Agency of Brooklyn, N.Y., told the 
conference. 


“(FREQUENTLY THE parish church is their only 
Aink to a familiar culture, and it may be their only 
source of comfort and companionship. 


“‘These people built the churches of today. They 
have been so loyal and contributed so much during 
their lifetimes, and they deserve our concern and our 
care.’’ ; 


Nutrition programs can be of prime importance in 
low-income neighborhoods he explained. ‘/There 
really are old people living on dog food and cat food 
because it is cheaper than regular food. This is no 
television myth.” 

HE RECOMMENDED that churches serve as 
regional drop-off points for meals-on-wheels, with 
volunteers making home deliveries to the elderly 
within the parish boundaries, or operate their own 
luncheon programs. - 


‘Inflation hits the elderly harder than any other 


'- group-and Social Security does not begin to keep up 


with the cost of living,’’ he said. ‘Any increase is 
eaten away long before the elderly get it. 


‘Parishes can help by seeing that elderly 
members are fully apprised of all government 
benefits they may be entitled to and by assisting 
them through the maze of paperwork often required 
to apply for programs and services.’’ 


HE WARNED, however, against viewing the 
elderly as takers, not givers. ‘‘Older people can live 
such productive lives, it is a shame to think of them 
as always being on the receiving end.’’ 


Encouraging the elderly to give of themselves was 
stressed by Vicky Peralta, administrator of the 
Department of Community Services on Aging of the 
Archdiocese of Philadelphia. 


“Our elderly are too precious to waste on bingo 
and card parties,’’ she said. ‘‘Though recreation is 
important, parishes insult older parishioners by 
relegating them to playing games when they could 
be making vital contributions to the Church.” 


SHE BELIEVES the first duty of the Church is to 
provide spiritual support. ‘‘When the Church: seeks

~ look to the elderly themselves for leadership. The 
aging know best what they need, and_ should 
therefore have the responsibility of creating and 
operating their own programs.’ 


Rhea Clark, 72-year-old director of the Office of 
Aging of New York State, told the conference, ‘’By 
keeping up to date on legislative issues, lobbying for 
state and federal programs which directly benefit 
them, the elderly. can improve their chance for a 
dignified, satisfying old age. 

“One in every four Americans today is retired. In 
20 years it will-be one in every three. There is no 
limit to what older people can do if they get 
themselves together.’’ 


THE ELDERLY AT the conference most 
frequently cited their appreciation for religiously 
oriented activities—home visitation Masses, com- 
forting of other elderly who are sick or shut-ins, 
participating in the new rite of the sacrament of 
anointing. of the sick and helping organize 
ecumenical prayer and worship in nursing homes. 


Among recommendations of the elderly were 
greater use of retired priests, more adequate 
explanation of and preparation for changes in the 
Church, greater involvement in parish activities and 
possible conversion of unused or. under-used 
convents and rectories into residences for healthy 
retired parishioners.

They're not neglected by our diocese

Because Bishop Leo T. Maher has a deep concern 
for the elderly, the San Diego diocese has not 
neglected the apostolate to the aging. 


He has constantly urged parishes to develop 
programs to integrate the elderly into their 
communities, and, in 1971, he was selected as a 
delegate to the White House Conference on Aging. 


IN JANUARY of 1972 the diocese formed the 
Department of Aging as an agency of Catholic 
Community Services, and, more recently, has begun 
construction of Cathedral Plaza, a high rise 
apartment complex for the elderly. 


The high rise will occupy the site of the former 
Cathedral Girls’ high school at Third Avenue and 
Cedar Street, San Diego, and the $4.5 million 
complex will be open to all elderly people regardless 
of religion or color. 


Formerly directed by Maria Estrada, the 
Department of Aging operates on an annual budget 


of nearly $44,000 derived from Stewardship. The 
agency’s major function is to develop activities for 
the aging through the parishes, Miss Estrada said. 


“WE HAVE helped organize senior citizen 
centers, which operate on an ecumenical basis, in 
seven parishes, and this fall we hope to begin one in 
a Protestant church.’’ she explained. 


On the deanery level the department conducts 
workshops on aging and it has established ‘visitor 
training courses in five parishes. ‘‘At St. Didacus* 
San Diego, we are working on incorporating the 
elderly into the parish community be means of a 
visitation plan on a block-by-block basis,’’ she said. 


THE AGENCY also formed the Interfaith Dutch 
Treat Singles’ Club for senior citizens. ‘Most of our 


programs are aimed at getting the elderly working 


with the elderly,’’ Miss -Estrada said.

Tax deduction bill 
for unborn proposed 


WASHINGTON (NC)—A 
congressman has introduced 
a bill to provide a federal 
income tax deduction for the 
unborn, but he’s having 
trouble being taken serious- 
ly. 

Rep. Earl Landgrebe, R- 
Ind. circulated a letter seek- 
ing cosponsors for his pro- 
posal, but the response was, 
he said, “‘less than over- 
whelming.”’ 


Landgrebe said the re- 
sponse indicated that ‘‘the 
controversy surrounding the 
Supreme Court abortion de- 
cision has created a ‘mind- 
set’ in people who do not 
wish to examine the legal 
status of unborn children.’’ 


_Landgrebe said his pro- 


posal would allow the deduc-_ 


tion for a period of 289 days 
before a live birth.

Cardinal Krol said Cardi- 
nal Seper ‘‘makes clear that 
the Church discourages 
Catholic membership in the 
Masons and imposes excom- 
munication in the case of 
membership in secret soci- 
eties which are actively 
hostile to the Church.’’ 


Nine churches might 
unite on membership 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (NC) 
—Nine churches that have 
been considering union for 
about 12 years may hear a 
call for mutual recognition of 
memberships as a first step 
toward unity. - 


The recommendation is 
expected to be among a 
number of reports coming 
before the plenary meeting 
of the Consultation on 
Church Union (COCU) dur- 
ing its Nov. 3-8 session here. 


SUCH A ‘STEP would 
mean that members—wheth- 
er from Episcopal, Congre- 
gational or Presbyterian trad- 
itions—could change church- 
es without re-baptism or bars 
to full participation. 


_If the plenary session 
approves the membership 
recommendation it would 
then go to the participating 
churches. Such a step, COCU 
officials believe, would not 
require constitutional chang- 
es or major legislation from 
the churches in most cases. 
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The nine COCU denomina- 
tions are the African Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, African 
Methodist Episcopal Zion 
Church, Christian Church 
(Disciples of Christ), Chris- 
tian Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Episcopal Church, 
Presbyterian Church in the 
U.S., United Church of 
Christ, United Methodist 
Church, and United Presby- 
terian Church in the U.S.A. 


THREE OF the churches 
have black memberships, 
while the others have some 
black members. 

The Commission on Insti- 
tutional Racism is attempting 
to deal with inequities relat- 
ing to race through recom- 
mendations on education, 
pensions and_ publications.

With less than half of its 54,000 seats occupied, San 
Diego Stadium looked rather naked last Friday night for 
the first annual Allen Kent Charity Bowl. 


Approximately 22,000 fans did show up, though, and 
by anyone’s standards, that isn’t a bad crowd for a high 
school football game that featured Bob Hope for 
half-time entertainment. 


ALLEN KENT, a parishioner of Our Lady of Sacred 
Heart, San Diego, and promoter of the game between 
University and St. Augustine high schools, said he 
wasn’t disappointed in the turn out because ‘twe have 
money for more than 40,000 of those seats.’’ 


Although final figures aren’t yet in, each of four 
Catholic high schools in San Diego—University, St. 
Augustine, Our Lady of Peace and Rosary—could 
receive as much as $15,000. 


Spectators were treated to more than football, being 
entertained by a country music group, Gene Davis and 
the Star Routers, and Hope, who informed the crowd he 
was delighted to do a Catholic benefit. 


“I TURNED one down once,”’ he said, ‘‘in favor of a 
game of golf and I four-putted every green.”’ Bishop 
Leo T..Maher’s golf game was also discussed by: the 
globe-trotting comedian. i 


“I played golf with the bishop recently, and he 
blessed my clubs so I put $20 in the poor box,”’ Hope 
explained. *‘Then I showed him my swing and he gave 
the $20 back and put my clubs in the poor box.”’ 


Directing his commentary toward the game, he 
opined that many of the players would turn out to be 
great football players and the rest ‘‘will play for the 
Chargers.”’ 


AT FIRST, there was some doubt that Hope would 
actually make it in time to do the half-time show. His 
flight was delayed and he arrived at the stadium just 
before the end of the second quarter. 


In post-game ceremonies, Hope presented St. 
Augustine with the first Allen Kent Charity Bowl 
trophy for defeating Uni-Hi 20-0, and Tim Smith of St. 
Augustine received the most valuable player award 
from Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez. 


SISTER MARY Thomas Duran, a Spanish teacher at 
Our Lady of Peace, received a special trophy for her 
efforts in promoting the charity bowl and, according to 
Kent, ‘‘making it a huge success.”’ 


Also honored for promotional efforts was Cathy 
Dundon, a senior at Our Lady of Peace. She presented 
Hope with a scroll making him, honorarily, the only 
“male member’’ of the OLP senior class.

CALIFORNIA . SPLIT—gambling and the 
different kinds of people for whom nothing 


* else really matters. 


The film describes the obsessive nature of 
the compulsive gambler who is caught up in 
the mystique and the ritual that surround all 
forms of betting. The result is a film that is 
totally involving no matter how remote is 
one’s experience of the subject. 


George Segal, a magazine writer who 
occasionally gambles for the fun of it, is 
“intrigued by the wild antics of Elliott Gould, 
a small-time hustler living on -his luck. 
Through his growing friendship with Gould, 
Segal gets deeper and deeper into the 
gambling underworld. The two of them play 


together marvelously well and bring off what 
in other hands might have been two very 
unsympathetic roles. © 

The movie’s outstanding accomplishment, 
however, is the way director Robert Altman 
infuses a sense of life into the dreary, and 
often tawdry, world of the betting fraternity. 
The physical details of sight and sound (the 
dialogue is replete with crude expletives) are 
exactly right in creating the atmosphere of 
this environment. 

No one watching this film would be 
tempted to emulate any of these characters 
and yet it is a measure of Altman’s success 
that we have gained some understanding of 
the reasons people gamble. Morally 
unobjectionable for adults.
